AMENDED ORDER PROMULGATING AMENDMENTS 
TO THE RULES OF THE SUPREME COURT 
ON LAWYER REGISTRATION 
 
 

In the Order Promulgating Amendments to the Rules of the Supreme Court on 

Lawyer Registration, No. ADM10-8002 (Minn. filed Sept. 7, 2023), we amended the rules 

to provide a $4 increase in lawyer registration fees, effective October 1, 2023, to fund a 

part-time assistant for the Lawyers Professional Responsibility Board and a part-time law 

clerk for attorney discipline referees.  After issuing the order, the Director of the Office of 

Lawyer Registration filed a letter explaining that it would be logistically challenging to 

implement the fee increase effective October 1, 2023.  Accordingly, we are ordering that 

the effective date of the amendments be moved to January 1, 2024. 

Based on all the files, records, and proceedings herein, and pursuant to the inherent 

authority of this court to regulate the practice of law,  

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the Rules of the Supreme Court on Lawyer 

Registration, as amended by the court in its September 7, 2023 order, are prescribed and 

promulgated to be effective for Lawyer Registration Statements that are due to be filed or 

are filed on or after January 1, 2024, rather than October 1, 2023 as originally stated in the 

September 7, 2023 order.
